Specification

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) THE NAMES OF THE PARTIES TO A JOINT RESEARCH AGREEMENT. 

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet).

2. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art-- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
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abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1,9, 15, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , line 4, and claim 9, line 3, the adverb "preferably" renders the 
claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the adverb are 
part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Regarding claim 15, line 5, and claim 16, line 5, the verb "may" renders the claim 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the verb are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claims 1-10, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Himmel et al (US Patent 3,560,978), cited by applicant, in view of Mattia (US 
Patent 6,278,105). 

Himmel et al disclose, in figures 1-4, an antenna device comprising a dipole 
radiating element 1 , see figure 4, a plurality of bars and defects arranged on a set of two 
concentric closed curves of a plane. The patent to Himmel et al differs from the claimed 
invention because it does not disclose the bars that are made by Photonic Band Gap. 
Mattia teaches a photonic band gap (PBG) that is used to fabricate the PBG antenna to 
vary the frequency, see column 2, lines 9-1 5. For this reason it would have been 
obvious to employ the PBG in the antenna system of Himmel et al with the PBG 
material as taught by Mattia. The electrical distance of the curve and the electrical 
length of the wire/bar in claim 1 , the specific angular sector in claim 7 are considered an 
obvious matter of design choice depending upon the desired characteristic of the 
antenna device. 

7. Claims 1-10, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Pritchett (US Patent 5,767,807) in view of Mattia (US Patent 6,278,105). 

Pritchett disclose, in figures 1 and 4, an antenna device comprising a center 
radiating element 12, a plurality of bars and defects 14 arranged on a set of two 
concentric closed curves of a plane. The patent to Pritchett differs from the claimed 
invention because it does not disclose the bars that are made by Photonic Band Gap. 
Mattia teaches a photonic band gap (PBG) that is used to fabricate the PBG antenna to 
vary the frequency, see column 2, lines 9-15. For this reason it would have been 
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obvious to employ the PBG in the antenna system of Himmel et al with the PBG 
material as taught by Mattia. The electrical distance of the curve and the electrical 
length of the wire/bar in claim 1 , the specific angular sector in claim 7 are considered an 
obvious matter of design choice depending upon the desired characteristic of the 
antenna device. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 11-17 and 1 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The patents to Schaffner et al, Ratajczak et al, Moore et al, and Shibata are cited 
as of interest showing the antenna system similar to that disclosed.
